The Oklahoma Dental Loan Repayment Act, authorized in 2006, created a program
designed to increase the number of dentists serving and caring for those dependent
upon the state for dental care and to make dental care accessible to underserved
areas by providing educational loan repayment assistance for up to 25 Oklahoma
licensed dentists for up to 5 years per dentist. Dentists may also enter the program
as faculty at the University of the Oklahoma College of Dentistry, as applicable.
